To  Kalon,  Val  Norn 
find  loophole 
in  unit  procedure 

Brigham  Young  University  sor- 
orities To  Kalon  and  Val  Norn 
were  acquited  in  the  last  of  a 
short  string  of  social  unit  trials. 

The  two  girls’  groups  found  a 
legal  loophole  in  the  interorgan- 
ization council  constitution,  and 
sent  out  announcements  to  rush 
parties  yet  kept  within  lawful 
bounds. 

Bill  Knecht,  Craftor,  Mass., 
prosecuting  attorney,  present- 
ed as  evidence  a rush  party 
semi-invitation  issued  to  spe- 
cific rushees  by  the  To  Kal- 
ons  prior  to  their  initial  get- 
to-gether  for  the  winter 
quarter.  This  the  prosecut- 
ion contended  was  in  con- 
flict with  section  two  of  the 
constitution  which  prohibits 
any  sort  of  invitation. 

The  defense,  represented  by 
Gene  Shumway,  Mesa,  argued  that 
their  printed  notices  were  not 
invitations  to  the  party  because 
they  had  no  specific  time,  date 
or  place  mentioned  on  the  card. 
These  cards,  which  the  To  Kalon 
attorney  stated  were  favors  rath- 
er than  invitations,  merely  asked 
the  recipients  to  consider  To  Kal- 
on. 

The  court  recessed  after  fif- 
teen minutes  of  casual  debate  and 
returned  immediately  to  hand 
down  its  acquittal  decision. 

Knecht  then  withdrew 
similar  charges  against  the 
Val  Norn  unit.  He  indicated 
that  this  would  end  all  pro- 
secutions for  the  winter  quar- 
ter rush  period. 

Three  units  found  guilty  by 
the  court  during  the  initial  sess- 
ions were  Cesta  Tie,  Fidelas  and 
Knight  Templars.

Mr.  Christensen’s  father,  Os- 
wald Christensen,  is  head  of  the 
mathematics  dept,  at  Ricks  Coll- 
ege, Rexburg,  Ida.  His  brother 
Dr.  Harold  F.  Christensen,  was 
formerly  head  of  the  sociology 
department  here. 

Mr.  Christensen  graduated 
from  BYU  in  1943,  receiving 


a BA  in  sociology.  He  receiv- 
ed a MA  in  archaeology  in 
1947.

Along  with  the  “not  guilty”  verdict  handed  down  by  the  inter- 
organization jury  last  week  went  all  hope  of  keeping  school  social 
units  open  to  all  desiring  and  eligible  students. 


Legally  there  was  nothing  the  court  could  have  done,  even  if 
they  had  so  desired,  but  it  was  evident  that  the  defendants  were 
guilty  of  selecting  the  students  they  wanted  in  their  respective 
sororities.  And  to  stem  his  practice  was  the  chief  purpose  of  the 
council  in  the  first  place. 


Notices  were  given  several  of  the  choice  rushees  specify- 
ing that  the  social  units  were  interested  in  pledging  them. 
Girls  who  did  not  receive  the  invitations  were  to  understand 
that  they  were  probably  in  for  a “black  ball.”  Of  course  if 
they  pressed  the  issue  the  unit  might  be  forced  to  pledge 
them,  but  the  threat  of  being  ignored  after  initation  discour- 
aged all. 


The  legal  point  on  which  the  To  Kalons  and  Val  Norns  capital- 
ized was  the  word  “invitation.”  Their  defense  contended  that  unless 
the  card  sent  or  given  the  rush  candidate  indicated  a time,  place 
and  date  for  the  rush  party,  it  could  not  be  considered  an  invitation. 
It  was  on  this  point  that  the  jury  agreed  and  the  prosecution  lost 
its  case. 


It  is  evident  that  unless  an  amendment  is  adopted  regard- 
ing “favors”  to  desirable  and  unit  approved  rushees,  the 
inter- organization  judicial  council  will  be  considered  noth- 
ing but  a fraud.  In  fact  many  units  consider  it  just  that 
already. 


It  appears,  however,  that  even  an  amendment  would  be  fruitless, 
for  it  would  only  drive  the  groups  deeper  undercover  in  their 
rushing  technique  or  skim  a little  mjoney  from  their  limitless  purse. 


The  all-open-for-membership  fraternities  and  sororities  plan 
is  basically  a good  one,  except  for  the  fact  that  the  utopian  idea  just 
won’t  work.  The  “exclusive”  units  on  campus  have  said  words  to 
the  effect  that  they  would  rather  pay  the  consequences  every 
quarter  than  to  admit  every  “creep”  anxious  to  pledge.  Theory  with- 
out product  is  useless,  and  so,  at  present  is  the  harmless  inter-, 
organization  council.

After  a week  of  study  and  questioning  into  the  workability  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University  social  system  by  an  unbiased  panel 
of  five  members,  and  then  a group  discussion  on  the  question  in- 
volving the  panel  and  other  members  of  the  class,  it  is  resolved 
that  the  Brigham  Young  University  social  system  is  a definite 
improvement  over  the  old  system  and  is  acceptable  to  this  group 
with  the  following  changes: 


The  following  AWARD  POINTS  are  to 
be  considered,  weighed  and  passed  as 
an  ordinance  by  the  Student  Executive 
Council  and  Legislative  Council.  Final 
decision  of  all  points  turned  in  during 
the  year  will  then  be  in  accordance  with 
the  Legislative  action  of  the  Student 
Body,  and  will  be  adhered  to  by  the 
Awards  Committee  for  the  year  1949-50. 

In  order  that  we  may  obtain  a true 
picture  when  the  points  are  turned  in, 
we  are  requesting  that  all  presidents 
and.  committee  heads  use  the  utmost 
discrimination  and  award  credit  only 
where  credit  is  due.  Likewise  points  are 
not  to  be  given  for  merely  being  mem- 
bers of  organizations,  but  definite  work 
must  be  considered  by  the  person  res- 
ponsible for  making  out  the  point  list. 
BE  FAIR  TO  ALL  THE  OTHER  STUDENTS 
—BE  FAIR  TO  YOURSELF.

1.  Social  units  should  welcome  and  encourage  attend- 
ance at  open  houses,  hut  the  final  selection  of  new  members 
should  be  left  up  to  the  unit,  with  a simple  majority  being 
all  that  is  necessary  to  bring  in  a new  member.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  suggestion  is  to  do  away  completely  with  the 
old  method  of  “blackball”  and  aso  give  the  organization 
the  opportunity  to  have  some  say  in  selecting  their  members.

2.  In  order  to  keep  in  tune  with  the  basic  philosophy  of  allow- 
ing everyone  recreational,  social  and  cultural  opportunities,  it  is 
suggested  that  new  social  units  be  organized  instead  of  over-loading 
the  present  units.  However,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  group  that 
social  life  at  BYU  is  exaggerated,  and  that  membership  in  a social 
unit  is  certainly  not  necessary  for  a full  and  happy  college  life.

Health  center  checks  ailings 
of  15,000  Autumn  students 


Over  15,000  student  were  treat- 
ed at  Brigham  Young  University’s 
Student  Health  Center  during  the 
fall  quarter,  according  to  Dr.  Car- 
los Madsen,  University  Physician. 

Six  full-time  and  four  part- 
time  nurses,  and  two  doctors  are 
on  24  hour  call.  The  door  of  the 
Health  Center  is  never  locked 
and  a nurse  is  on  duty  at  all 
times.  In  case  of  emergency  the 
doctor  can  be  reached  in  a few 
minutes. 

The  Health  center  is  well  e- 
quipped  to  handle  the  health 
problems  of  the  students.  It  has 
4 hospital  beds  where  students 
may  be  isolated  if  the  patient 
needs  rest  and  quiet. 

An  X-ray,  Ultra-violet,  Infra- 
red, Diathermy  and  Whirlpool 
machines  compose  the  heat  units. 


The  Center  sterilizes  all  its  own 
supplies.  In  case  of  bad  fractures 
when  setting  might  be  too  pain- 
ful, the  service  also  has  an  an- 
esthesia machine. 

This  last  quarter  over  2200 
students  were  given  physical 
examination,  2500  were  x- 
rayed,  and  over  700  were 
given  immunization  shots. 

Colds  were  the  most  common 
ailment  treated  with  sore  throats 
running  a close  second.  Over  45 
cuts  needed  stitches  taken  and 
some  17  fractures  were  set. 

This  service  offered  by  the  Un- 
iversity is  free  to  all  students. 
Cases  requiring  major  surgery, 
are  treated  at  Utah  Valley  Hos- 
pital. If  available,  the  student 
may  request  his  own  doctor  for 
surgery.

The  never-say-die  Brigham 
Young  Cougars  crept  back  into 
the  win  column  Saturday  night 
at  the  expense  of  the  Utah  Red- 
skins. Friday  night  at  the  Ute 
fieldhouse  the  Cats  had  dropped 
a 56-42  decision  but  they  came 
back  the  next  evening  to  flash 
their  old  form  and  dump  Vadal’s 
boys  56-46.  Add  the  weekend  split 
of  two  games  to  the  three  games 
lost  the  preceding  week  and  you 
have  a third  place  club. 

Friday  night’s  affair  was  a sad 
one  indeed.  The  Redskins  jumped 
off  to  an  early  lead  and  were 
never  headed.  They  led  at  one 
point  18-7.  Late  in  the  first  half 
the  Cougars  staged  a rally  but 
when  the  first  half  ended  the 
only  Cougar  threat  also  ended. 
The  score  at  half  time  was  30-23. 

In  the  second  half  the  Red- 
skins scored  as  they  pleased, 
which  was  often,  and  the 
Cougar  fans  present  were 
very  sorry  they  spent  such  a 
wasted  evening.

National  Sports

Each  week  140  sports  writers  and  broadcasters  vote  to  determine 
the  ten  top  basketball  teams  in  the  country.  Points  ar  given  on  the 
basis  of  10  for  first,  9 for  second,  8 for  third,  and  so  on.  This  poll 
is  conducted  by  the  Associated  Press. 

Now  we  feel  that  this  poll  is  slightly  inaccurate.  One 
prejudiced  first  place  vote  can  offset  ten  well-meaning  tenth 
place  votes.  Another  point  is  that  most  of  the  sports  writers 
polled  come  from  big  cities  and  therefore  the  home  teams 
are  favored  for  two  reasons.  One,  they  like  to  see  the  local 
teams  up  there  in  the  standings  and,  two,  they  watch  the 
teams  at  home  where  they  have  a greater  advantage.  West- 
with  the  strain  of  travel  and  playing  four  games  in  maybe 
six  days. 

Also,  consideration  is  not  made  for  the  toughness  of  the  sched- 
ule or  the  number  of  home  and  away  games.  Take  Holy  Cross  as 
an  example.  The  Crusaders,  top  team  in  the  country,  have  won  all 
their  twenty  games  but  practicaly  every  one  has  been  against  lesser 
opposition. 

Several  weeks  ago  LIU  coach  Clair  Bee  charged  that 
Kentucky  built  its  reputation  on  a pushover  schedule.  This 
years’  pushover  schedule  includes  such  teams  as  Villanova, 
Bradley,  St.  John’s,  DePaul,  North  Carolina,  and  Notre 
Dame,  plus  some  6000  miles  spent  on  the  road.  The  Widcat’s 
record  to  date  is  17-4.  ! 

Adolph  Rupp,  Kentucky  mentor,  then  countered  by  citing  part 
of  Long  Islands  schedule  which  includes  such  basketball  powers 
as:  Virginia  Tech,  Ithaca,  Lawrence  Tech,  Fort  Monmouth,  Quantico 
Marines,  Hartwick,  John  Marshall,  and  that  terror  of  the  hardwood, 
Equitable  Life.  Their  schedule  includes  only  away  game,  played 
last  week.  In  this  game  LIU  barely  managed  to  eke  out  a 51-49 
win  at  Springfield,  Mass. 

One  of  the  most  flagrant  examples  of  prejudiced  voting  is  man- 
ifest in  the  twelfth  place  ranking  of  San  Francisco.  The  Dons  re- 
ceived 18  first  place  votes,  all  from  the  Bay  area.  Let’s  do  a 
little  figuring. 

Eighteen  first  place  votes  gives  the  Dons  180  of  their 
total  of  238  votes.  That  leaves  only  58  among  122  votes.  That 
doesn’t  seem  like  the  Dons  are  very  impressive  outside 
their  own  back  yard.  That  also  means  that  at  least  64 
posrts  writers  didn’t  even  mention  the  Donst 

Compared  to  the  18  first  place  votes  received  by  San  Francisco 
the  total  first  place  votes  of  the  three  New  York  teams  in  the  top 
thirteen  was  only  13. 

Another  sad  feature  of  this  system  is  the  failure  of  such  teams 
as  Wyoming,  Louisville,  Colorado,  Hamline,  and  Toledo,  which  in- 
cidentally received  2 first  place  votes,  to  even  make  the  top  twenty. 

Bowling  Green  has  made  two  cross  country  trips,  one  to  the 
east  coast  and  one  to  the  west  coast.  In  both  cases  they  ran  into 
ough  conditions,  tough  competition,  and  tough  luck.  Yet  they  don’t 
even  rate  in  the  first  33  teams.  We  would  like  to  bet  that  Bowling 
Green  could  knock  off  half  the  alleged  top  fives  in  the  country. 


second  half  scoring  with  a 
one  hander  from  outside.  This 
set  the  Cougars  off  on  an- 
other spree  that  netted  them 
14  points  in  a row  and  gave 
them  their  biggest  margin  of 
the  night,  23,  and  a 44-21  lead.

For  the  second  night  in  a row 
Glen  Smith  was  high  point  man 
with  18,  12  of  which  came  in  the 
second  half.  Smith  was  followed 
closely  by  Mel  Hutchins  and  Joe 
Nelson  who  garnered  17  apiece. 
Roland  Minson  added  15  to  the 
Cougar  cause.
